F Mr. Edward Lloyd, ‘‘ Coffee-Man,”’ 
who flourished towards the end of the 
had revisited this 
planet on May 23, 1925, he would have 
been vastly surprised to find the King 
laying the foundation stone of a new 
Lloyds; which has evolved from his little 
coffee house.

It has long been known that, prior to 
the establishment of Lloyds in the Royal 
Exchange, the leading underwriters had 
seceded from Lombard street to a new 
Lloyd’s coffee house in Pope’s Head Alley. 
The full story of that secession has now 
been extracted from a contemporary news- 
paper, and it is shown that “Old Lloyds’ 
Coffee House ” maintained its competition 
with its younger rival for some years 
after the removal to the Royal Exchange, 
and that separate ‘‘ Lloyds’ Lists’’ were 
issued by the two houses.

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THE INNISKILLINGS I N 
THE GREAT WAR

1898 recent publication of | 
of the Royal Inniskilling Fusilí 
in the Great War is oí particular interest 
to this country; for not only “has this 
regiment built up and mi ined a 
standard of conduct in peace and war 
second to none, but, being raised in a 
border county, it has exemplified. in the 
elements from which it has been recruited 
a very happy union of all that. is best in 
both Northern and Southern Ireland. As 
the bald tale of heroism, devotion and 
fighting efficiency is unfolded, mo reader 
will be able to withhold unstinted tribute 
from this grand Irish Corps. : 
The difficulty. of preducing such a 
history will be better realised when it is 
understood that during the war the tegi- 
ment raised thirteen battalions, ten of 
which saw active service in every theatre 
from Palestine to Belgium, In planning 
the work the author, Sir 4rank Fox, 
wisely has Hnót attempted to observe a 
strict chronological sequence, but has dealt 
with every theatre of war separately, com- 
mencing with the Western front. 
Being stationed at Aldersliot, the 2nd 
Battalion was ‘the first unit of the 
“Skins” to be engaged, fighting a 
brilliant action on August 26th, 1914, at 
Le Cateau, where thá” gave a foretaste 
to the enemy of the military excellence 
which the Inniskillings as a whole were 
to show without a single lapse during the 
next four years. It ought not to be for- 
gotten that the two Regular Battalions 
were the nucleus and cream of the regi- 
ment and the natural guardians of that 
esprit-de-corps and efficiency which imbued 
all the battalions. Thus the importance 
of the preparedness for war of these two 
Recular units cannot be over-estimated, 
and, perhaps, has not been sufficiently 
stressed in this history. In the action at 
Le Cateau, for instance, one of the chief 
causes of our remarkable success was the 
fire-efficiency of the men. So superior 
was this that the Germans were convinced 
that we were using four times the number 
of machine guns that we actually 
possessed. This standard was maintained, 
in! spite of the great difficulties arising 
from continuous active service throughout 
the war, and was made possible only by 
the untiring peace training under such 
first-class officers as Major C. C. Hewitt, 
to whom, in particular, the 2nd Battalion 
is indebted. 
B H * * * 
In the first months of the war this 
battalion was constantly engaged, and, 
while acquitting itself with honour, 
suffered grievous losses, particularly by the 
death in action of two fine soldiers, 
Captain ‘‘Dan’’ Auchinleck and Captain 
S. G. Roe, both beloved alike by their 
brother officers and- their men. During 
1915 the 2nd Battalion had, comparatively 
speaking, a quiet time, and it was not 
until the summer of 1916 that it was 
engaged in a great action. By then the 
98th, 10th, and 11th Battalions had arrived 
with the Ulster Division, the Ist with the 
2th Division, and the 7th 4nd 8th with 
the 16th (Irish) Division ; seven battalions, 
all of which were thrown into the great 
Somme. offensive. In the opening stages 
of this battle the 9th, 10th, and 11th 
Battalions well maintained the reputa- 
tion of the regiment in the face of fearful 
losses which, for five battalions, totalled 
2.208, or well over 50 per cent. Going 
into this area shortly afterwards ‘‘ the 
7th and 8th Battalions had been told with 
grim pleasantry ‘ Everyone will receive a 
cross, whether wooden or Military, depends 
on your luck,’’’ and who, reading these 
pages, ean deny it? 
e 1st Battalion opened the next year 
for the regiment by one of the most 
brilliant little operations oí the war, a 
surprise attack being made at Le Transloy, 
resulting in the capture of 594 prisoners, 
Later, in the grim struggle round Ypres, 
success was not to be won so cheaply, and 
the corps again paid a fearful price—and 
paid it, as always, unflinchingly. Here 
tribute must be given to the author for 
his very lucid and arresting account of 
the Battle of Messines, where five Service 
Battalions were engaged with great dis- 
tinction. At Langemarck, in August, six 
battalions fought; the 7th and 8th suffer- 
ing so heavily that they were amalga- 
mated. Cambrai was the regiment’s next 
great action, and was their third finest 
feat of arms in the war. Here Colonel 
Sherwood-Kelly, leading the 1st Battalion 
in an irresistible advance, won the 
Victoria Cross, an honour well deserved 
by him and by his unit. The 9th, 10th, and 
11th Battalions together took a prominent 
part in our attack, and, later, in repelling 
the desperate German counter-stroke. 
+ * 


In the Army re-organisation of February, 
1918, the 10th and llth Battalions were 
absorbed into the Ist and 2nd Regular 
Battalions; and when the great German 
offensive opened on 21st March these two 
units were in the line before St. Quentin. 
There the full fury of the attack fell upon 
them, and, fighting to the last without 
thought of surrender or retreat, they were 
blotted out, but not before they had 
materially delayed the enemy’s advance 
by their heroic defence. The last stand 
of the glorious 1st Battalion at Fontaine- 
fes-Cleres is an epic which is unsurpassable 
in the annals of warfare. The remnants 
of these two units were soon brought up to 
strength, and, with the remaining Service 
Battalions,. were constantly fighting until 
the Armistice.

It was he who 
introduced fhé Window tax, whith was 
increased by Pitt to a minimum of two 
shillings per window, causing multitudes 
of people to board their windows up; and 
although this tax was abolished in 1851, 
it formed thé basis of the house duty still 
in operation. He else imposed a duty on 
paper, which Pitt afterwards exploited to 
such ati extent that Charles Knight had 
to pay £20,000 in 1831 on the paper used 
for hia Penny Cyclopadin—thereby losing 
heavily on a work that deserved every 
encouragement.

In his first yéar Of office, for 
example, the adhesive duty stamp for 
patent medicines was introduced, and of 
such frequent occurrence did the forging 
of these stamps become that the Govern- 
ment had to threaten the offenders with 
death, “‘as in cases of felony, without 
benefit of clergy.” Another of his taxes 
is indicated in the Statute Book of his day 
by “ an Act for granting to His Majesty 
certain duties or licénces to be taken out. 
by persons vending hats by retail, and for 
laying additiona] duties on all hats and 
caps imported into this Kingdom.’’ Every 
dealer thus licensed was to place over his 
door the words, ‘‘ Dealer in hats by 
retail,” the penalty for failing to show 
this sign being forty shillings for every 
hat sold. Further, Mon tickets 
stam with the getteral duties imposed’’ 
sarting 9 be pasted inside the hats, under 
a petlalty of £10 for every Omission. This 
heavy punishment, no doubt, served to 
restrain the, tax-dodgers, but the forgers 
apparently busy on the hat stamps as 
well as ón miedicine ‘Gnes; for in the 
Universal Magazine of July, 1783, it .is 
recorded that a hatetemp forger was 
hanged at the Old Bailey.

The company was a limited liability one. 
He quoted the Application of Enactments 
Order, which Sake that shareholders in a 
contracting company were not disqualified 
from membership of a Council. There was, 
moreover, a special exemption to remove 
from disqualification for membership a per- 
son supplying stone or sand or road materials 
for work in the immediate neighbourhood. 
Any member of the Council! could have 
legally entered personally into a contract for 
supplying sand to that body. Those gentle- 
men organised the Sutton Sand Company to 
give employment in the district, and now 
they were faced with an accusation of ‘illegal 
practice brought by so-called ratepayers who 
did not represent the people who get work 
in the sand pits. Not only was. the action 
of the Chairman perfectly legal, but the 
contract with the Sutton Company resulted 
in a substantial saving to the ratepayers. 


TOWN SURVEYOR’S EVIDENCE. 
Mr. Higginbotham, examined by the 
Inspector, went into detail of the carrying 
out of the public services with regard to 
roads. drainage, water, lighting, and so on, 
for which he was responsible. He also 
dealt with the difficulty of carrying on office 
work arising from the want of proper accom- 
modation in the local municipal building: 

In answer to questions by Mr. Stephens, 
the Surveyor related the history of the trans- 
actions with the Sutton Sand Company. Up 
to the date in 1924 when a contract was made 
with the company to supply pebble for road 
carpet work at 7s. 10d. per cubic yard, the 
rices for similar material were $s. and 10s. 

It 
was the first experiment of using pebble with 
tar macadam for road surfacing, and it was 
approved of beforehand by the Roads Depart- 
ment of the Local Government Ministry and 
by the County Council. :

Answering Mr. Whelehan, the witness said The Commission adjourned 
that the number of people employed in the morning. 
Free State barrel-making industry was thirty, 
including coopers, sawyers and labourers.

Consequently, supplies were considerably | 
smaller than usual, and trade was confined to 
pigs intended for immediate slaughter either 
at home or across the water. 
Fortunately for pig-breeders, the fresh pork 
season is now virtually finished, and the pigs 
debarred from Dublin market can be carried 
on for bacon production. Pigs diseased or ex- 
posed to infection from swine fever are 
slaughtered by the Department of Agricul- 
ture. For “Im found not to be diseased 
the owners receive full market value, while 
half market value is paid for diseased animals. 
It :s, therefore, to the interests of pig-owners 
themselves to report any suspected case at 
once. 

Returns for the fifteen weeks ended the 
14th inst. show that during the time there 
were 60 outbreaks of swine fever in the Irish 
Free State, 287 swine being slaughtered as 
diseased or suspected. Since that date, 20 
fresh outbreaks have been confirmed. Most 
of these outbreaks occurred in the City of 
Dublin, six or seven only occurring in outside 
counties, such as Tipperary, Wexford, Clare 
and Cork. 
Representatives of the Veterintry Branch, 
Department of Agriculture, attended the 
Dublin cattle market: yesterday for the pur- 
ose of seeing ‘that the terms of the Swine 
ever Order were complied with.

A second ballot will be held next Sun- 
day, when the remaining 426 seats must 
be filled. At the first ballot those parties 
which compose the National Union under 
M. Poincaré acted as a single group, and 
consequently their candidates sgored some 
notable successes. The Opposition groups, 
on the other hand, fought lone hands. 
Socialists opposed Communists, and 
Radical-Socialists opposed both. “The re- 
sult of this lack of party cohesion was 
that, although more than a million votes 
were cast for the Communists, not a single 
one of their candidates was returned, and 
the Socialists, with 1,600,000 votes, 
secured the election of only fourteén men. 

Since last Sunday lively negotiations have 
been in progress among the parties of the 
Left. The opposition newspapers have 
been “urging the revival of the famous 
Cartel des Gauches, by means of which 
M. Herriot dethroned M. Poincaré in 
1924. and the latest reports from Paris 
indicate that an eleventh hour attempt 
may be made to rob the Premier of his 
victory. In most of the constituencies 
local agreements have been made between 
the Radical-Socialists and the Socialists'pur 
sang. In three-cornered or four-cornered 
fights these two parties will not oppose 
each other, but the stronger of their can- 
didates will be pitted against the Poincaré 
nominee.

A stable Governmen rn t is essential for the 
welfare of France, and at present M. 
Poincaré is the only man in the country 
who can provide it. Much as his personal 
views may be open to criticism, there can 
[be no doubt that his domestic policy since 
1926 has saved France from economic 
collapse. When he came into office the 
country’s plight was desperate, French 
credit had almost vanished, and the 
people, valiant though they are, were 
beginning to lose heart. The task of 
restoration is not ended. M. Poincaré 
has reduced the floating debt to 
manageable proportions, and he has 
set French trade on its feet again. 
Nevertheless, convalescence is not re- 
covery. A strong hand still is required 
‘to lead the people of France to prosperity, 
A repetition of the débdcle which followed 
‘the electoral victory of the Cartel four 
years ago might be disastrous and 
certainly would retard seriously the heal- 
ing process, France to-day cannot afford 
the *luxury of party political conflicts. 
She must. concentrate all her energies on 
work in order that the last traces of the 
war's great havéc may be removed from 
her soil, and that she may be able to 
face the future with renewed strength. 
|For that reason all her friends through- 
out the world will wish M. Poincaré well 
on Sunday. A definite result in his favour 
will assure France of another four years 
of strong government, while a stalemate 
will bring jnevitable confusion in its 
train. 


i State Shipping. 

_The folly of attempts to maintain 
State lines of shipping in successful 
competition with private enterprise has 
been demonstrated conclusively by the 
fate of the Australian Commonwealth 
Line. In 1916, when war condi- 
tions ruled over the oceans of the 
world, the Commonwealth Government 
embarked on a scheme of nationalised 
shipping. A large number of vessels was 
bought or built, at a cost of close on 
£15,000,000.. While the Great War lasted 
the Line earned large profits ; for freights 
were high. It served its turn of keeping 
Australian ships upon the sea. Then came 
the fall in freights which crippled shipping 
enterprise everywhere, and the Common- 
wealth Line found itself impeded by 
serious labour difficulties. Moreover, 
Socialist politicians, who are powerful in 
Australia, added to the embarrassment of 
the State by resisting every effort to cut 
losses or to retire from an economically 
untenable position. In 1923 a Shipping 
Board was formed, and the fleet was 
valued. Certain vessels were sold, and 
the purchase money received for them, 
together with the estimated current value 
of the remainder, amounted to little over 
£5,000,000. Thus depreciation on the 
fleet amounted to nearly two-thirds of its 
initial cost. For more than four years the 
sorry enterprise continued, although 
sundry vessels were sold to other Lines, 
privately owned. - Now it is announced 
that the last seven remaining ships have 
been sold to Lord Kylsant for the sum of 
£1,900,000—the highest of three tenders 
received. Thus, at last, the Commonwealth 
is rid of the drain upon its revenues 
caused by the continuous running of ships 
at a loss, and its hands are freed to 
grapple with the obstructive tactics so long 
practised by malcontents in the ports. The 
Shipping Correspondent of The Times 
points out that Australia’s experience is 
not unique. The British Government 
built a big number of vessels during the 
war, but disposed of them while values 
still were high. On the other hand, the 
Canadian Government made the same mis- 
take as that of the Commonwealth. In 
‘1918 a Canadian Government Merchant 
Marine was established, and its losses 
since that year are estimated at a little 
over £10,000,000. To-day, 46 vessels of 
542,000 gross tons remain, and last year’s 
report shows a loss, including deprecia- 
tion, of nearly £1,500,000. The world has 
yet to discover a more: efficient and 
more economic system of shipping 
services than that observed by private 
enterprise under the English flag. Com- 
petition for the ocean carrying trade is 
keen, and its prizes go to the service that 
is enterprising, readily adaptable, and 
manned by mariners whose instincts re- 
spond to the call of duty, toil and danger 
in a manner never to be compassed by 
salaried servants of the State. 


Germany and the Air. 


We. believe that the Deutsche Luft 
Hansa, which had employed Herr Kohl 
as a principal: pilot, frowned upon the 
Bremen’s flight, and that he made the 
adventure at the cost of his livelihood. 
No doubt, the great company will be glad 
now to re-employ the triumphant airman, 
but it had shared the German newspapers' 
opinion that the proposed flight was ‘‘ one 
hundred per cent. suicide.”’ Its refusal 
to be associated with such hazard is 
explained by the nature and temper of 
its elaborate plans for the establishment 
of Atlantic air services. These plans were 
outlined yesterday by the Berlin Corve- 
spondent of The Times. They are being 
laid with a care and a _ thoroughness 
which are characteristically German, and 
they are designed to furnish convincing 
proof that safe and regular passenger 
services can be organised between Europe 
and America. The work has been in pro- 
»gress since 1924, when the two air trans- 
port groups became a single company, and 
formed, jointly with German trading and 
shipping interests, the Condor Syndicate, 
which undertakes the testing of aircraft 
and the training of personnel for long- 
distance sea flights. It is a postulate of 
the Luft Hansa’s plans that a regular 
trans-Atlantic service can be achieved only 
with seaplanes or flying-boats; and at 
present it is learning experience from the 
work of four seaplane services in Europe. 
The company proposes to start with a 
service to South America, in which the 
longest jump would be the 1,550 miles 
between the Cape Verde Islands and 
Fernando Noronha; already the Condor 
Syndicate has established connecting 
coastal services at the Brazilian end. 
Four great flying boats are being con-

Mary Webb. 


What is the mysterious quality that 
makes a ‘‘ best seller’? among books? 
The Prime Minister of England put the 
question, on Wednesday, the Royal 
Literary Fund's annual dinner, but was 
unable to answer it. His conclusion, in 
effect, was that the way of a “ best 
seller’? must be added to those more 
ancient ways which puzzled Solomon. On 
the one -hand, a book that patently lacks 
not only genius, but taste, style. and 
knowledge, may leap into twenty editions. 
Sometimes, on the other hand, books of 
the highest quality are published, that 
nobody buys and nobody reads. Mr. 
Baldwin illustrated this intriguing point 
with a story which itself is intriguing. 
More than a year ago, he related, a friend 
put a book into his bag, and said, “ Read 
this in the holiday.’’ He read the book 
and found it, “ so far as I am able to 
judge, a book of absolutely first-class 
quality.” When Mr. Baldwin returned 
to London he met two old friends, Mr. 
John Buchan and Sir James Barrie :— 

“I said to them in turn and separately, 

“Have you ever heard of a woman called 
Mary Webb? I have just read a book of 
hers which I think is one of the best books 
of its kind I have ever read.’ And each of 
them gave me practically the same reply. 
They said, ‘Yes. She is one of about the 
three best living writers of English to-day, 
but nobody buys her books’—to which I 
immediately replied, ‘I had not heard of 
her.’ ’* 
Mr. Baldwin discovered afterwards that 
Mary Webb’s maiden name was Meredith, 
suggesting a Welsh origin; and he says 
that, in fact, her book bears the peculiar 
marks of Celtic inspiration. Also, she 
writes about Worcestershire, which is the 
Prime Minister’s own beloved county, but 
here the testimony of Sir James Barrie 
and Mr. Buchan, Scotsmen both, acquits 
him of partisanship. We, too, never had 
heard of Mary Webb, but we need not be 
ashamed of an ignorance which, until 
recently, Mr. Baldwin shared with us. It 
is certain, at any rate, that now, if her 
publisher knows his business, her 
obscurity is at an end.

THE HON. EDWARD GIBSON. 


The death is announced of the Hon. 
Edward Graves Mayne Gibson, of Villa- 
oliviers, Costabelle, France, after three days’ 
illness. He was brother and heir-presump- 
tive to the second Baron Ashbourne, and was 
in his fifty-fifth year. A barrister by profes- 
sion, Mr. Gibson lived as a country gentle- 
man in France. In 1900 he married Mary 
Philips Greg, of Lode Hill, Cheshire, ‘by 
whom he had three sons and three daughters. 
She died in 1919, and in 1922 he married 
Deloraine Amy Norah, daughter of C. W. E. 
Henslowe, of Pinewood, Grays>ott, Hants. 


MR. THOMAS J. ASTON, 


We regret to announce the death of Mr. 
T. J. Aston, which took place at his Dublin 
residence after a short illness on Wednesday 
evening. The late Mr. Aston, who was born 
in 1847 in Dublin, had a remarkable tareer in 
Dublin commerce. He entered the service 
of Messrs. McBirney of Aston’s quay in 
1863, and was‘still in the firm’s employment 
as managing director when he died. He was 
in his office a week before his death, and for 
sixty-five years was identified closely with the 
fortunes of the company. When it was 
turned into a limited liability company in 
1875 Mr. Aston was appointed its first secre- 
tary, and when Mr. David McBirney died in 
1883 became managing director. 

Mr. Aston was a prominent figure in 
Methodist circles in Dublin. He held many 
offices in city churches, having been Circuit 
Steward at Sandymount and also at Clontarf. 
He was a man whose whole life was devoted 
to his business and domestic interests; but 
he had a wide range of friends, by whom his 
death will be regretted deeply. He is sur- 
vived by a widow and several sons, one of 
whom is the well known cricketer and Rugby 
piayer, and another, Mr, E. A. Aston, who 
Tn been active for many years in Irish public 
ife. 

A Service will be held at the Clontarf 
Methodist Church to-day, after which the 
remains will be taken by motor to St. 
Fintan’s Cemetery, Howth. 


MR. RICHARD WADDY ELGEE. 
Much regret was expressed in Wexford 
Town and County when the death was an- 
nounced of Mr. Richard Waddy Elgee, 
solicitor, Spawell road, Wexford. Mr. Elgee 
belonged to one of the oldest Wexford families. 
His great-grandfather was appointed Rector 
of Wexford in the year 1795, and became 
Archdeacon during the troublous times of 
1798. It was well known how kind Arch- 
deacon Elgee was to the Roman Catholic 
population of the town and district at that 
time; when they wanted his help. He was 
Archdeacon of Wexford until he died in 1824, 
and he left behind him great and ‘well-beloved 
memories among the people of the town and 
county. Archdeacon Elgee’s son, the Rev. 
Richard Waddy Elgee, was appointed Rector 
of Wexford about 1840. and held that posi- 
tion until he died in 1865. Another son of 
Archdeacon Elgee’s, John Kingsley Elgee, 
was the father of Lady Wilde (‘‘ Speranza ''), 
the mother of Oscar Wilde. 

A son of the Rev. Richard Waddy Elgee 
was Mr. Richard Waddy Elgee, solicitor, who 
started the legal business firm of Little and 
Elgee, and they were intimately connected 
with the great land agency firm of Little and 
Nunn. Mr. Little was a member of both 
firms. No firms in Ireland, either in the legal 
branch of the profession or in land agency, 
were more highly or more justly respected. 
The landlords whom Messrs. Littie and Nunn 
represented were always known to be very 
kind to their tenants, because Messis. Little 
and Nunn sought always to be so, and the 
tenants held them in the highest esteem. . The 
late Mr. Richard Waddy Elgee, jun., was 
admitted to the solicitors’ profession in the 
year 1890, and he died on the 20th April, at 
the age of 60. Owing to failing health he 
had taken no active part in the business for 
the past seven years. 

No one was held in greater esteem than 
Mr. Elgee, not only by his clients, but by 
the public. He was a great sportsman and 
a good friend. Indeed, as an old friend of 
his said at his funeral, in the sixty vears of 
his life he never wittingly said or did any- 
thing to hurt or harm anybody. He took 
part in all kinds of sport, especially sailing. 
rowing and fishing, and sometimes yvolfinc. 
and he was one of the original members of 
the committee of the Rosslare Golf Club.

One firm with extensive trade connec- 
tions through the country, however, de- 
clared that they would not increase their 
prices. Their jams, it was stated, are made 

from fresh fruit, and no further supplies 
of sugar would be required until July

COLONEL LINDBERGH'S 
NEEDLESS FLIGHT. 
From Revter’s (ORREAPCNDENT, 

MONTREAL, Thursday. 

Mr. A. David, Provincial Secretary and 
Registrar, addressing a public meeting 
here to-day, took occasion to correct what 
he described as “some ~ undesirable 
publicity given to Canada,” in connection 
with the Bremen flight, particularly in 
reference to the rushing of anti-pneumonia 
serum from New York to Quebec for the 
dying aviator, Mr. Bennett. 

Mr. David said that plenty of serum 
was available in Montreal and Quebec, 
and many Canadian physicians had been 
trained in the best hospitals of Europe. 

Mr. David said: “I bitterly reprove 
those who sent a great hero like Lind- 
bergh on such a futile mission, and let 
him risk his life on a vulgar, if spec- 
tacular, publicity stunt.” 

Mr. David said that hte also noted that 
reports had been broadcast throughout 
the world in respect of the snow and ice 
where the Bremen landed, but that was a 
remote part of the province. He added: 
“ We pass for a country of snows. That 
is bad enough without calling us a land 
of ignorants, without scientists or 
serums.”” 

The Provincial Premier, Mr. Tas- 
chereau, also referred to the same @ub- 
ject, saying that one of the United States 
aviators had asked if there was an 
hospital or hotel in Quebec. Mr. 
Taschereau added that it seemed to be 
time they made their country known. 


NEW FORESTRY BILL. 


- 


SOME OF ITS PROVISIONS. 


When the Forestry Bill, introduced by 
the Minister for Agriculture in the Free 
State Parliament Jast Wednesday, is 
passed, any person wishing to cut down or 
uproot a tree may require a special licence 
from the Minister. 

The bill, the text of which was published 
yesterday, declares it to an offence 
punishable by a fine of £5 to cut down or 
uproot a tree unless in the following 
circumstances :—(1) That the tree is cut 
down or uprooted by licence of the 
Minister; (2) that it is uprooted for the 
purpose of transplantation and is actually 
transplanted; (3) that it is growing or 
standing in a county borough or urban 
county district; (4) that it is standing 
within 100 feet of any building occupied 
as a dwellinghouse or used for housing 
domestic animals; (5) that it is cut down 
to meet requirements of the Local Govern- 
ment Act, 1925, or the Electricity Supply 
Act of 1927, or (6) that it is not necessary 
for the ornament or protection of the hold- 
ing on which it stands, and is used in 
connection with the construction or repair 
of buildings, fences or other structures on 
the holding. 

Every licence granted for the felling of 
trees will contain a clause requiring the 
holder to plant one or more trees of a 
specified kind in place of the tree felled 
or uprooted. A breach of this requirement 
will involve a penalty not exceeding £5 
for the first offence and £10 for every 
subsequent offence. The bill also makes it 
unlawful for any person to burn 
shrubs within a mile of a wood that 
is not his property unless notice of such 
intention is given to the nearest police 
sergeant and to the owner of the 
wood. The owner of the wood can lodge 
a notice of objection, so that he may re- 
cover compensation if there is any damage 
to his wood, FS 

The bill also provides that it will be 
the duty oí the owner of any wood to take 
steps (by fencing or otherwise) to prevent 
his trees from being damaged by animals ;

THE WOUND IN THE 
BACK OF THE HEAD,

The report of the Tribunal appointed 
by the Minister of Justice to inquire into 
the shooting of Timothy Coughlan at 
Wood Park ge, Dartry road, Dublin, 
on 28th January last, has now 
published as an official document, and 
may be bought by the general public from 
Messrs. Eason. 

The Tribunal, as announced in last 
Monday 's issue of the Jrish Times, found 
that Coughlan was killed by a bullet fired 
by Detective Sean Harling on an occasion 
when he was being attacked by Coughlan 
and another man, “and that this shot 
was fired by Harling after shots had been 
fired at him, with intent to kill, by 
Timothy Coughlan.” 


THE NUMBER OF SHOTS. 

In the course of its report the Tribunal, 
having reviewed the evidence, states that 
there was a discrepancy among the wit- 
n4sses as to the. number of shots fired ; 
but it considers this discrepancy natural 
under the circumstances. The report goes 
on :— 

Seán Harling, Private Redican, and James 
Redican were each subjected to severe and 
searching cross-examination. The Tribunal 
could find no reason to doubt the truth of 
their evidence with reference to the subject 
matter of this inquiry. Mrs. Harling was 
in a delicate state of health. Her recollection 
of what happened on the evening of the 28th 
January, 1928, was not very accurate for that 
reason. She was not subjected to a very 
severe cross-examination. The Tribunal be- 
lieve she was telling the truth to the best 
of her recollection. The other members of 
the Redican family gave answers when under 
cross-examination which, in the opinion of the 
Tribunal, were deliberately untruthful. 
Nothing elicited from these witnesses when 
under cross-examination affected the findings 
of the Tribunal. 


A COURAGEOUS MESSENGER BOY. 
The Tribunal pays a tribute to the 
“considerable courage and determin:- 
tion” of the boy messenger, Daniel 
McGowan, who, in spite of the fact that 
he had heard the shots and seen what 
was undoubtedly the body of Timothy 
Coughlan lying in front of the porch of 
Park Lodge, came back and de- 
livered his -parcels at the lodge as 
directed. 

“The evidence tendered, by, the various 
officers and men of the Civic Guard,” the 
Tribunal finds, “was given with candour 
and impartiality ; their statements as to 
the surrounding circumstances were clear 
and definite and of considerable assist- 
ance.’’ 


VOLUNTARY EVIDENCE. 

Miss Simmons and Mrs. Mary Carter 
were the only witnesses who came forward 
in response to the invitation issued by 
the Tribunal to members of the general 
public. “ Miss Simmons gave her evidence 
in a clear and impartial manner; her 
evidence was of assistance to the 
Tribunal.” Having summarised Mrs. 
Carter’s evidence, the Tribunal adds: 
“As portion of the cross-examination of 
Mrs. Carter might be construed as con- 
veying a reflection on her moral character, 
the Tribunal state that nothing was 
elicited to support any such suggestion.” 


THE LAST SHOTS. 


Great stress was laid at the inquest, 
the report mentions, on the fact that the 
bullet which killed Coughlan entered at 
the back of his head. - “ The Tribunal 
have found that Timothy Coughlan was 
killed by a bullet fired by Sean Harling 
immediately after Timothy Coughlan had 
fired his last shot.. They believe that 
Timothy Coughlan, after firing his last 
shot, turned to get away, and so received 
Harling’s bullet in the back of the head.’’ 

The report also mentions that, from the 
evidence tendered, it was obvious that 
several persons, in addition to those 
examined, were in the vicinity at the 
time of the shooting. “' A clergyman also 
called at Wood Park Lodge and read 
prayers over Timothy Coughlan some time 
before the arrival of Father Hurley. It 
is to be regretted that none of these 
persons came forward at the inquiry to 
assist the Tribunal.”’ 

The members of the Tribunal were :— 
District Justices George P. Cussen (Chair- 
man), C. J. Beatty and J. Troy.

BRITISH REPRESENTATIVE

The general effect of the Steven- 
son scheme of restriction had been to 
stabilise the industry and protect British 
interests. For this scheme the Govern- 
ment alone were responsible, and when 
the restrictions had to be removed it was 
their duty to see that the industry would 
not grievously suffer by the change. The 
Colonial Secretary had an Advisory Com- 
mittee to guide him, but the Committee 
was ignored, and he hiiuself was ignored. 
The prompting came from some interests 
outside, and those interests had not been 
disclosed. 


ALLEGED MYSTERY. 

There was a good deal of mystery about 
the Civil Research Committee, whose 
report had not been disclosed.

He asked whether any handling of a 
delicate situation could have been more 
maladroit than the Prime Minister's 
handling of this subject. The situation 
should have been handled better. By its

£150,000,000. The Prime Minister ought 
not to have made the announcement when 
he did. To announce an inquiry at the 
particular time in question was, from 
every financial point of view, tantamount 
to a criminal action. No scheme of de- 
control ought to have been launched with- 
out the advice and consent of the Advisory 
Committee. The time when the change 
took place was so badly chosen that any- 
body who had any knowledge of industrial 
sensitiveness would never have chosen it. 

Sir F. Nelson said that he wished that 
the rubber restrictions could have been 
removed in such a way, and at such a 
time, as would not have inflicted appalling 
loss on a very valuable industry, and 
thrown hundreds and thousands of per- 
fectly inoffensive investors in the industry 
into anxiety, and, in many cases, some- 
thing worse. This industry had been of 
incalculable benefit to the nation in help- 
ing us to pay our American debt. He 
asked whether the rulers of the Malay 
State were consulted before it was decided 
to remove the restrictions. 

Sir P. Hutchison believed that if the 
Prime Minister had to handle this ques- 
tion again he would do it in an entirely 
different manner. The Government. he 
said, was very much to blame for the 
situation in which the rubber industry 
now found itself. If the restrictions were 
to be removed they should have been re- 
moved at once, and not six months hence. 
He reckoned the loss, as a result of the 
announcement of February 8th last, at 75 
é Pe " sterling. 

r. Campbell considered that the public 
ad been grossly misled by saaaaienhed 
statements, and statements which, in 
many cases, were without foundation, He 
believed that the restrictions should have 
been taken off at once, and he thought 
that there was a great deal of agreement 
in the City even, that they should be 
taken off on May Ist. The delay, how- 
ever, was suggested by advocates of the 
removal of restrictions themselves.

COLONIAL SECRETARY'S REPLY. 

Mr. Amery, reviewing the circumstances 
in re ee Stevenson scheme was agreed 
to, said that the position was then one of 
extreme gravity, and the restriction, un- 
doubtedly, saved the industry.

He believed 
that no announcement by the Government 
would have saved the losses which had 
been suffered. The whole position was 
beginning to topple, and would have 
fallen in any case. 

With regard to the leakage of informa- 
tion after the announcement was issued to 
the Press, apparently some one had com- 
municated by telephone with New York 
before the Rubber Exchange there had 
closed, but practically no business at all 
was placed on that information. The fall 
in. prices took place upon the announce- 
ment, both here and in America—for the 
same reason in both countries—that the 
whole position in the market was “is 
heavy and bound to come down heavily 
the moment the real facts of the situation 
were known. There was nothing in the 
hour or the manner of the announcement 
which would have had any effect had the 
market been in a sound position. He 
believed that the industry was going to 
win through. At any rate, the Govern- 
ment were giving it a fair field. 

Mr. Thomas said that the Government, 
by their handling of the situation, not 
only did incalculable harm to the British 
investor, but certainly helped the 
American investor. 

Sir W. Lane Mitchell regretted the way 
in which the position had been handled 
by the Government. 

The motion for the adjournment of the 
House was carried by 194 votes to 94.

FOR MOTORS. 


HOW ACCIDENTS MAY 
BE AVOIDED.

BERIIN, Thursday. 
An invention which it is claimed will 
prove to be a great boon to motorists and 
to absent-minded pedestrians was ex- 
plained to an interested audience of 
en and experts in Berlin to-day by | 
the inventor, Herr Schleiss. 
The invention is a buffer consisting of a 
solid tube of rubber, fixed by moveable 
steel clamps to the front or rear of a 
motor car, and its utility has been proved 
by practical tests carried out in Berlin, 
which were shown in films. 
A car crashed into a tree while running 
at a of twenty-eight miles per 
hour, and neither driver nor vehicle sus- 
tained any damage whatever, as the shock 
was absorbed by the rubber. 
A pedestrian run into by a car going 
at twenty miles per hour was thrown on 
to the buffers unhurt, while two cars, both 
fitted with the buffers and both travelling 
at eighteen miles per hour, crashed into 
one another without damage to drivers 
or cars. 
An important German insurance com- 
pany is so impressed by the invention that 
it offers a reduction of twenty-five per 
cent. on its premium rate to motorists 
whose cars are fitted with the buffer.

A CHANGED OUTLOOK.

PARIS, Thursday. 

As the result of the agreement between 
the Socialist and Socialist-Radical organisa- 
tions to support one another's candidates at 
the second ballot, the outlook on the probable 
result of the French elections has been 
changed.

A telegram which Mr. de Valera sent 
to the United States on Tuesday last 
created a far greater stir in Dail Éireann 
yesterday than it was ever likely to 
produce in America. Although the context 
was not revealed to the Dail, it was 
obvious to everybody that the cable in 
question was the message of praise for the 
airmen of the Bremen. . 

Fianna Fail professed great perturba- 
tion at the fact that the message appeared 
in a Dublin evening paper on the after- 
noon of the day when it was despatched 
from Dublin. For some inexplicable reason 
Mr. de Valera apparently would have 
preferred to have had his words of cheer 
“ wropt in a mistry.”’ 


NASTY! 
Fianna Fail being what it is, there was 
naturally only one conclusion to which 
it could jump. Wherefore Mr. Lemass, | 
for Mr. de Valera, asked if it were the 
practice for the Post Office to supply 
Ministers with copies of telegrams an 
cableg received from political opponents, 
and: Whether it was by direction of the 
Ministry for Posts and Telegraphs that 
a cablegram sent to Mr. Linden, Chicago, 
was communicated to the Press. 
Mr. Heffernan s reply, of course, was 
a direct negative ; but this did not satisfy 
the Opposition by any manner of means. 
Both the Minister for fence and the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce wer? 
indignant at the suggestion. 


‘A CONFIDENTIAL AGENT.” 

Mr. de Valera, entering at this point, 
vouchsafed .the information that the 
telegram was sent by “a trusted, con- 
fidential agent.” He regarded this as 
proof positive that the leak had not 
occurred on his side. He went further: 
he declared that he believed there was 
a habit of sending certain telegrams to 
Ministers. 

“There is no truth in that,” said Mr. 
Cosgrave with more vehemence than he 
has displayed in the House for some time, 
and Mr. de Valera hastened to accept his 
word. 

After some further bickering, at one 
stage of which the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce and the Minister for Agri- 
culture made several attempts to treat 
the House to a duet, and were gleefully 
called to order by Fianna Fail, it was 
arranged that Mr. de Valera should com- 
municate with Mr. Heffernan with a view 
to an inquiry. 


BACK TO THE BUDGET. 

The House then proceeded, in Com- 
mittee on Finance, to debate the general 
financial resolution arising out of the 
Budget. Mr. Blythe in proposing it, spoke 
for twenty-five minutes, and devoted some 
time to disproving the persistent Opposi- 
tion allegations of overstaffing and 
“slacking’’ in the Civil Service. It was 
impossible, he declared, to get the work 
that was being done by the Civil Service 
performed more cheaply. If they wanted 
to reduce the cost of administration, they 
would have to decide what would be 
scrapped and what would be the economic 
effect of that scrapping. 

In a speech lasting. exactly balf-an-hour 
the Leader of the Opposition took the 
Budget by chapter and verse, and, having 
weighed it in the balance, pronounced it as 
distinctly wanting. He was pained almost 
beyond words to find tha® there was a 
deficit. ne gathered that Mr. de Valera 
believed a nation with a deficit to be rara 
avis in terris, 


HINTS ON ECONOMY. 


As a rather new departure Mr. de 
Valera proceeded to outline—somewhat 
sketchily, it is true—some of his ideas for 
reducing expenditure. He would reduce 
the cost of the Army this year by £800,000, 
but he did not say what he was going to 
dv with the ex-soldiers. He would effect 
a saving of half a million pounds in the 
Civic Guard, but he refrained from ex- 
plaining the fate of tha disemployed 
policemen. 

A brighter idea was the co-ordination of 
primary, secondary and technical educa- 
tion.- Also, in common with most school- 
masters, he does not love school inspectors : 
he thinks that there are far too many of 
them and that money is wasted on them. 

Of course, he would abolish the office of 
Governor-General which, he assured the 
House, nobody loves. The abolition of the 
Senate naturally followed. Then, leaning 
on his axe, as it were, and mopping his 
perspiring brow, he cast a marauding eye 
around the Dail. Happy thought! He 
would cut down the number of deputies to 
100 instead of the present 152 (excluding 
the Speaker), and would make them travel 
third class instead of first. 


THE SPORT. 


It came almost as a shock to the Dail 
to. learn that Mr.. de Valera was not 
absolutely hostile to horse racing. “I am 
not by any means against sport,” he 
assured them, with an air of deep sadness, 
‘‘T prefer to see, people going to a. race- 
course than, for example, to a cinema, 
but I do not believe that this tax remis- 
sion is going to bring them into the open- 
air of the racecourse. This is just a 
gesture.

Whereat the Jinn, who looks after these 
things, performed his magic, and the place 
was filled with light—at 6 p.m., mark you! 
It was 8.25 when they lighted them on the 
previous evening. Another set-back for 
“economy and retrenchment’’ ! 

There were more speeches after that, and 
Mr. McGilligan, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, had been speaking caustically for 
fifteen minutes when half-past eight arrived, 
and the debate was adjourned.

At a meeting of the Dublin County Council 
yesterday a letter was read from the Depart- 
ment of Local Government and Public 
Health, stating that Co. Dublin’s share in the 
agricultural grant amounted to £10,371 18s. 
od., out of which a sum of £2,457 6s. 8d. had 
been deducted in respect of arrears of land 
= annuities up to February, 1928, The 

rish Land Commission newardia schedule 
of defaulting annuitants in Co, Dublin in 
a of the 1891-96, 1903 and 1907 Land 

cts. 

The Secretary informed the Council that, in 
addition to the loss of £2,457 in agricul- 
tural grants, they were disallowed estate duty 
grants, so that the actual disallowance was 
something like £7,000. 

On the motion of Mr. Belton, seconded 
by Mr. Walsh, it owas decided 
unanimously :—“ That, as the _ collection 
of land purchase annuities is carried 
out by a Department of Central Government, 
this Council considers it unjust that the 
finances of the local authorities should be dis- 
located in respect of non-payment of these 
annuities, over the collection of which loca] 
councils have no control, and that the law 
should be amended forthwith.”’ 

The following resolution, moved by Mrs. M. 
Cosgrave (Vice-Chairman), who presided, and 
seconded by Mr. Curran, was also passed 
unanimously :— 

“That this Council considers that the 
industrial schools should be maintained as a 
State charge, and that no liability for chil. 
dren comnutted to these schools should be 
imposed on the local ratepayers; that repre 
sentation’ should be made to the County 
Dublin Deputies, with a view to having the 
law amended in this respect; and, further, 
that thie Council is of Opinion that the 
present method of committing  chil- 
dren to industrial schools is unjust 
to the “children ‘concerned, and that 
powers should be vested in a District Justice, 
after consultation with authorities interested, 
to send children to industrial schools in de- 
serving cases without being branded as 
criminals,’’

The mittee had before it a memoran- 
age ero bw Ceann m9 
the uest of the Committee, setting - 
his via of the duties ex of a Leas- 
Cheann Comhairle, and on the matter of the 
reconciliation of these duties with the activi- 
ties, as a deputy, of the holder of the office. 

The Committee is in agreement that the 
duties of the office are as follows :— 

(1) It is the function of the Leas-Cheann 
Comhairle to deputise generally for the 
Ceann Comhairle. In the absence for a 
period of the Ceann Comhairle he 
assumes the duties and powers of the 
Ceann Comhairle, including the adminis- 
trative headship of the office. It is part 
of his duties, therefore, to prepare him- 
self adequately for such a contingency. 
He shall make himeelf fully acquainted 
with Standing Orders, and shall study 
rulings given by the chair and *parliamen- 
tary procedure generally, so as to have 
a back-ground of knowledge. During a 
recess he is also expected to devote part 
of his time to the work, so as to. become 
acquainted with office organisation and 
what is being done in, the offices. 

TWO CATEGORIES. 

(2) The duties may be divided into two 
classes—(a) duties concerned with what 
is technically described as “ public bust- 
ness,” (b) duties concerned with private 
bill legislation.’ These categories ay 
again be sub-divided into (c) office wor 
and (d) work in the House proper—sub- 
divisions common ‘to the main:clastes. 

(a) The duties concerned with public busj- 
ness consist of the examination of the 
texts of ajl motions, amendmente, Bills, 
and amendments to Bills, proposed to 
be submitted to the House for con- 
sideration, in order clearly to under- 
stand their implications, and to see that 
they comply with the requirements of 
the Standing Orders and the practice 
of the Dail. To perform. this work 
satisfactorily it is necessary that the 
Leas-Cheann Comhairle should attend in 
the office on the day previous to the 
sitting of the Dail atte adjournment 
over a week-end or longer period) and 
during the forertoons of. sitting daye, 
for preliminary preparation, and so as 
to be available for consultation with 
the Ceann Comhairle or the Clerk. 

PRIVATE BILLS. 

(b) In performance of the duties connected 
with Private Bill legislation, the Leas- 
Cheann Comhairle is entrusted with the 
supervision of Private Bill legislation in 
the Dail. He moves the various stages 
of such Bills, and is expected, in putting 
the measures before the House, to have 
made himeelf familiar with the contents 
of each such Bill, and to have antici- 
pated any action which may be necessary 
to prevent the House inadvertently 
passing a Private Bill which contains 
sections prejudicial to the interests of 
the community generally. He is also 
expected to keep in touch with the 
work of building up the highly technica! 
procedure—including the revision of 
Standing Orders as and when experience 
so dictates—which nevessarily surrounds 
Private Bills, on lines in accord with 
the requirements of the country. 

(3) The Leas-Cheann Comhairle must nor- 
mally be in attendance during the whole 
period of a sitting of the Dail. 

THE RIGHT TO VOTE. 

The Committee is of opinion that, while 
the rights, as a Deputy, of the holder of the 
office of Leas-Cheann Comhairle remain to 
him fully, there are inherent in the position 
considerations which render it undesirable 
that the Leas-Cheann Comhairle should exer- 
cise all of these rights, and to the fullest 
extent. 

The Committee is in agreement with the 
view that the Leas-Cheann Comhairle should 
be entitled to vote, but in view of the practi- 
cal difficulties presented by the stipulation 
contained in Article 22 of the Constitution, 
as to the exercise by a presiding member of 
a casting vote, and by the inevitable absence, 
on occasion, of the Ceann Comhairle, is un- 
able to agree that the Leas-Cheann Comhairle 
must, on all questions put from the Chair 
upon which divisions are claimed, be entitled 
to exercise an original vote. - 

The Committee is, further, of opinion that 
the Leas-Cheann Comhairle should not, as a 
practice, initiate motions or amendments to 
motions, nor offer amendments to bills. 
In coming to that conclusion, the 
Committee was influenced by the considera- 
tion among others, that if the Leas-Cheann 
Comhairle were so permitted to initiate 
debates on controversial topics, over which 
he might subsequently have to preside, and 
during which his motives as mover might be 
subjected to criticism, his position while oc- 
cupying the Chair would be rendered difficult. 

SPECIAL FACILITIES. 

The Committee considers, however, that, as 
a matter of arrangement, special facilities 
should be given regarding motions peculiar! 
affecting the constituency of the deputy hold. 
ing, the offie oí Leas-Cheann Comhairle. 

he Committee, in submitting the recom- 
mendations contained in this report for the 
consideration of the Dáil, desires to place on 
record its view that the position of the Leas. 
Cheann Comhairle, in regard to the exercise 
of his rights as a deputy, should not be the 
subject of further definition by Standing 
Order, but should be a matter for settlement 
by usage and experience and by consu!tation, 
as occasion requires, with the Committee on 
Procedure and Privileges. 

The report is signed by the Chairman of 
the Committee, Mr. Hayes (the Speaker), 
The other members of the Committee are :—

While endeavouring to ‘cattle ne 
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"Dealing with the history of. Health Insux Í 


‘ane, he said that while their expecta 
had vot ‘entirely bean realised, a considerable 
amount had been accomplisned in the fight 
against tuberculosis by the sanatoria built and 
hospitals established for the treatment of this 
disease. Much more remained to be done, 
and it was a source of anxiety that the funds 
provided by the Health Insurance Acts were 
not sufficient to deal with the problem as it 
at present existed. Pointing out discrepan- 
cies in the Free State policy, he said that 
under the National Health Insurance Act of 
1911 in Great Britain the insured received 
medical attention and medicines free of 
charge. No such system existed in the Free 
State. The dispensary. system, however, did 
in part meet the situation, but a consider- 
able portion of the insured persons did not 
make use of it. 

In the Free State there were about 80 
societies approved, and about 450,000 insured 
persons, 1¢_actual cash receipts in 1926- 
1926 amounted to £959,000, which included 
the employers’. and wotkers’ contributions. 
The actual payments in benefits to the in-| 
sured were 000, to which must be added 
the cost of sanatorium benefits. ' 

NATIONAL HEALTH, 

Mr. J.-Oe-M. , giving the views of 
employers.on National Health Insurance, said 
that they -had me of the scheme and 
recommended that it. be continued, The facts 
of the scheme should be made more generally 
known. 

Criticising the cost of administration, he 
placed, the following views of the Chamber 
of Commerce on the stibject of unification 
before the meeting ~~" (a) Reduction in cost 
of management is éssential; (b) that it will 
improve administration and possibly allow 
minimum benefits to. be increased or con- 
tributions to be reduced ; (e) that the pooling 
of results over all the compulsorily insured 
persons 18 a fundamental principle; (d) that 
the removal of present freedom of choice is 
not a serious matter—membership is, in fact, 
determined by oceupation or some other 
reason than a comparison of benefits; (e) that 
the present scheme fails in’ that it is com- 
pulsory and does not guarantee minimum 
enefits; (f) that voluntary amalgamation, 
which has been proposed by the societies, is 
opposed to (c), and will accentuate, not re- 
move, present variations, We consider 
further that a unified society should be 
allowed to evolve schemes of additional 
benefits to be obtained by members willing to 
contribute at a relatively higher rate.” 

Referring tothe yuestion of medical benefit, 
he said that in:connection with the circular 
issued from the Dublin Chamber of Com- 
merce recently, out of 114 replies received 46 
were in favour of a contributory scheme, as 
suggested by the final report, and 56 against. 
The final report had not yet had the full 
consideration of the Dublin Chamber ór of 
any Chambers of Commerce in the Free State. 

THE WORKERS’ STANDPOINT. 

Mr. L. J. Duffy examined the health in- 
surance scheme from the insured workers’ 
standpoint, and “said that the expenditure 
on cash, benefits i the Free State had 
reached a total of £670,000 per annum, The 
additional benefits-—namely, dental, hospital, 
and optical treatment, sanatorium benefit, 
medical certification, etc.,—cost another 
£150,000. “The expenditure per head of the 
insured population had increased from 20s, 
in 1924 to 29s. 9d. in 1027, There was a 
necessity for an early examination of the 
financial structure of health insurance. In 
the Saorstat only 38 per cent; of the popula- 
fior were Ancluded Yin. the scheme, while in 
England 64 per cent. were included. Against 
the much higher sickness experience in this 
country the average. of contributions, as re- 
preas by the stamps surrendered, was 
ower than in Great Britain, While ac- 
knowledging and appreciating thé many ad- 
vantages conferred by health insurance, they 
should not be uwhmindful of the fact that, 
as a means of preventing disease and curing 
illness, ‘it had’ accomplished very little. If 
the infantile mortality in Dublin was as low 
as in London, 559 Dublin children would be 
saved annually. 

The outstanding defect in the health in- 
surance scheme was, in his opinion, the 
approved society system, Out of this system, 
as now administered, arose waste, inequality 
and inefficiency. Mr. Duffy ridiculed the 
idea that eighty approved societies should 
he encouraged in a sthall area like the 
Saorstat. to ,compete for the administration 
of a State insurance service. As the existing 
system of medical certification Was defective, 
he favoured a State medical service, or at 
least the extension of medical benefits 
to the imsured workers, and argued that 
social services, such as health insurance, 
medical benefit, old age pensions, workmen’s 
compensation, unemployment insurance. to 
which should be added widows’ and orphans’ 
pensions and burial benefit, would be more 
economwwally and efficiently administered by 
territorial socjeties, in the administration of 
which the insured workers would be directly 
concerned, 

On the motion of Sir William Thompson, 
seconded hy Mr. Mortished, a vote of thanks 
was passed to the sneakers.

THE QUESTION OF HOME 
~ TREATMENT, 


Senator Sir E. Coey Bigger, M.D., ane ) 
yesterday evening in the Salthill te] hi 
chairman gt the annual meeting of the. 
overnors and sipporters of “Monkstown 

ospital, urged that .there should be more 
co-ordination between small and. the 
larger hospitals to the advantage of the 
patients, on hospitals, medical Science, and 
the trainiwg of students and nurses. 

THE REPORT. 

Mr. R, “A. Davidson, Assistant Secretary, 
read the Committee’s annual report, w 
stated that 477 had been admitted in the 
course of the. year ; 5,175 attendances were 
made at the dispensaries and casualty wards, 
Annual su tions had reached a “ record 
sum of £669 1d., and this year Pound 
Day resulted in a “ record” sum of £91 7s, 
The hospital had never received so much. 
The overdraft at the bank had increased to 
£1,085 7s. 9d., and the interest on that 
amount considerably reduced the income of 
the hospital, 

THE CHAIRMAN. 

Sir Edward Coey Bigger said that, before 
referring to the position of the hospital and 
its need for greater financial assistance, he 
would like to refer to two points connected 
with the question of hospitals and hospital 
treatment in this country. The first was 
that, although they had some of the most 
highly-skilled physicians, surgeons and 
specialists in the worJd in connection with 
their large voluntary hospitals, who ‘gave 
their services most freely and whodle- 
heartedly, they were not made available to 
the extent that they should be or to the 
best advantage. hat was required was 
more co-ordination between the smail and 
the large hospitals. 

iMany patients were admitted to the small 
hospitals who required the most skilful 
diagnosis and treatment, and by sending 
such patients to the larger clinical hospitals, 
with their special departments, such as 
laboratories, X-ray and radium therapy, 
together with special diagnostic apparatus 
and complete organisation, the patients would 
receive the advantage of the most skilful 
advice and treatment. Thi could be carried 
out under the Public Health Acts by a system 
of co-operation between the local health 
authority and the large voléntary hospitals. 
the hospitals would, of course, receive the 
cost of treatment from the health authority. 
Such co-ordination would be to the best 
advantage of the patients, the hospitals, to 
medical science, and the training of students 
and nurses. (Applause.) 

E TREATMENT. 

The other point that he wished to make 
was that in this country the State provided 
a medical service for those who were unable 
to pay for medical treatment, but there 
wes a large class above those who could 
claim free treatment who could not, on 
account of their limited means, pay the usual 
medical fees, either for prolonged and tedious 
illnesses or difficult operations or even 
special diagnosis, for whom something might 
be done. There had been a great change 
in the position of hospitals during recent 
years," The development of hospital treat- 
ment as against home treatment was con- 
stantly increasing. The reasons for this were 
not far to seek, The difficulty and expense 
of modern methods of treatment, combined 
with the dependence which those methods 
had on skilled nursing, had made it prac- 
tically impossible for them to be carried out 
at home. (Applause.) He mentioned these 
points in the hope thet they might receive 
serious consideration. (Hear, hear.) 

USEFUL WORK, 

Proceeding, the Chairman said that Monks- 
town Hospital had done most useful work, 
and it was surprising that so many cases 
should have been treated in such a small 
hospital, The remarks that he had just 
made about small outlying hospitals in the 
country did not apply to the Monkstown 
Hospital, which had a very large staff of 
honorary and consulting physicians and sur- 
geons. Ho had referred to small hospitals 
with, per one medical officer, and, . 
sibly, forty or fifty beds. He was ind to 
see that they had in Monkstown Hospital 
small wards where patients could pay a 
certain amount, and that wards were. pro- 
vided for people with limited means. 

In the financial portion of their Com- 
mittee’s report there was one item which 
greatly pleased him: that was the provision 
for nurses’ pensions. Very few 10spitals 
had made such provision. The money spent 
|1n Monkstown Hospital had been well spent, 
and a hospital like it was a tremendous asset 
to the district, and he hoped that everyone 
would realise their respongibility in regard 
to: it. (Applause.) "

Miss Angela Boland, Mrs. O'Connell Fitz- 
simon, Miss Redington Roche, Mrs. O'Sullivan, 
Mrs. Meade; Messrs. Monahan, Sheridan and 
Joyce, and Miss Mabel Dalton, Honorary

Mr. Albert Wood, K.C., speaking at the 
first interval, said that he had been asked to 
plead for the Society. No cause, he said, was 
nearer to the hearts of all good men and 
women than the cause of famisning children. 
For thirty-one years the Children’s Clothing 
Society had unostentatiously done its work, 
bringing comfort and warmth to thousands of 
children, and such precautions were taken 
that the clothes provided were worn by them, 
no matter what might be the exigencies of 
the parents. : 

The Society was absolutely non-sectarian : 
want was the only credential to aid. But the 
Society was £ in debt, and year by year 
had to turn away boys and girls of infant age 
who required clothing . It was a disgiace to 
the City of Dublin that where there was such 
a society of voluntary workers the financial 
help that was wanted to enable it to carry on 
its great work was not forthcoming.

Referring to Kennedy's declaration from 
the dock, that he re-loaded the revolver 
because he was terrified of Browne, Sir Boyd 
Merriman suggested that he reloaded to 
resist anyone who should oppose their escape. 
If the jury thought that Kennedy wae not 
guilty of murder—and there was no other 
charge—let them say so. Similarly regarding 
Browne, if the evidence—putting aside 
Kennedy's statement as having swag, Be do 
with Browne—did not satisfy them that he 
fired the shots, let them not hesitate to say 
so; but he submitted that there was abundant 
evidence on which to infer the “rn of both. 

The hearing was adjourned till this morning, 
when Mr. Justice Avory will sum up.

BUDGET DEBATE. 


SCOPE OF THE . RATING 
PROPOSALS. 
——— 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT, 


WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

Sir Robert Horne led off this evening when 
the debate on the Budget resolutions was 
resumed in the House of Commons. He re- 
garded Mr. Churchill's proposals as the turn- 
ing point in our post-war fortunes and re 
marked that the Chancellor had disclosed the 
beginning of a road out of the morass of 
misfortune. He had put heart into many 
depressed industries, and had opened up 
much better prospects for the future. The 
scheme for the relief of local rates was, in- 
deed, on a broader and more comprehensive 
scale than many of them contemplated. At 
present the burden of social services upon 
industry in this country amounted to between 
2 and 3 per cent. He disagreed with the view 
that the postponement of the relief until 
next year would not have any immediate 
effect. Having said so much in praise of 
the rating proposals, Sir Robert expressed his 
regret that they were to be carried into effect 
by levying ‘an impost on petrol, a 5 ea 
which was being more and more used by the 
eople of the country for innocent enjoyment. 
Ha there been a rearrangement of the horse- 
power tax it would not have been so bad. 

Mr. Runciman devoted his speech to the 
details of high finance rather than to any 

articular point in the Budget. Relief of 
focal rates was well enough in its way, but 
it was of still greater importance, from the 
point of view 'o og Í to provide cheap 
money, and in this the Chancellor had failed. 
Mr. Churchill's policv, in fact, had an ad- 
verse effect upon national eredit. 

A MAIDEN SPEECH. 

The House listened with interest and sym- 
sathy to a maiden uas from Major Eric 
oile, son of the late Lord Long. He pleaded 
for the application of the safeguarding pro- 
visions to the glove industry, with which his 
Westbury constituency was so closely con- 
nected.- He ended on & pathetia note—** The 
few brief remarks I have made have given 
me grave consideration; for my sole idea has 
been to make my maiden speech worthy of 
his memory.” 

Mr. Shinwell argued that the test of a 
good Budget was its contribution to the well- 
being of the working classes, and from that 
standpoint Mr. Churchill had wholly failed. 
True, there was a farthing in the lb. off 
sugar, but he very much doubted whether 
the working people would benefit thereby. 

RATING PROPOSALS. 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain said that some 
misapprehension seemed to have arisen as to 
the scope of the rating proposals. The pro- 
blem of the depressed industries was only 
part of a wider problem. It was the intention 
of the Government to make a radical altera- 
tion in the system which now regulated loca} 
and national expenditure. The existing 
system of grants was a collection of provisos 
within the order and wholly illogical. In 
place of the existing arrangements they pro- 
posed to have block grants fixed at the same 
rate over a period of five years.. Part of that 
sum would be in lieu of the rates of which 
the local authority had been deprived, part 
in lieu of the percentage grant for 
health services, part in len of the 
agricultural rates grants, and part in 
replacement of the old assigned revenue. 
They were aiming at giving grants, not i 
proportion to the expenditure of the loca 
authority, but in proportion to its needs, its 
population, and the ability of the locality to 
pay. The poorer the locality. the more it 
would receive. It was impossible to achieve 
all this at once, To do so would bring about 
total disturbance of the local finances, They 
would begin by discussing with local duthori- 
ties the bases of the first quinquennial period, 
with special reference to the amount of rate- 
able value lost. It was hoped that the block 
grant would be a check upon extravagance. 
The local authority would know that fixed 
contributions were coming to it for a period 
of years, and it was up to it to arrange its 
programme of expenditure accordingly. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Chamberlain’s 
speech progress was reported.

MYSTERY OF TELEGRAM, 


——- 
CHARGES AGAINST THE Post 
OFFICE. 


Mr. LEMASS (F.F., South Dublin), of 
behalf of Mr. de Valera, asked the Minister 
for Posts and lon whether it was the 
practice ot the Post ce to sift Y Ministers 
with copies of telégtams or cablegfams re- 
ceived or sent by their politital opponents, 
and whether it was by directién of his De- 
artment that & eablegram mgt sent by 
Mr. de Valera to Mr, » Of Chitago, 
was commuhicated to Fus. 

Mr. HEFFERNAN, Parliamentary Secre- 

Department, said that the 
answer to both parts of the question was in 
the negative. t was not, as a matter of 
fact, the practice of the Post Office at any 
time to eommuhicate or divúige information 
contained in telegramis passing through the 

Post Office. He had received no information 
whatever that the telegram in question had 
been divulged by any official, except the im- 

lication contained in the quéstion put down 
ny Me. de Valera, 

‘If he had reeéived any information indicat- 
ing that information had been given away he 
would have had an inquiry made itto it, and 
if he had been satisfied about it disciplinary 
action would be taken. He considered that 
the deputy ought to give him that informia- 
tion, if he had it, or to withdraw the charge. 

Mr. LEMASS said that all the information 
that Mr. de Valera had was that the cable- 
gram to Mr, Linden was handed in ón his 
behalf on Tuesday morning at the Abbey 
street Post Office, and that a eopy of it ap- 
peared in an evening paper that evening. 


MORE INFORMATION REQUIRED. 

Mr. HEFFERNAN said that more informa- 
tion than that was required. Was the in- 
formation in the télegram divulged before it 
was handed to the Post Office? It might be 
possible that a cablegram handed in in Dublin 
in the morning to have been transmitted back 
in time for the évening papers. He must 
have some information that theré was some 
dereliction of duty on the part of some officer 
of his Department before he could make in- 
quiries. if he got that information he would 
have inquiries made. In the absence of such 
isletsections the fmplication in the question 
should be withdrawn. é 

Mr. LEMASS asked, in view of the serious 
charge made, if the Parliamentary Secretary 
did not think that it was his dute to make 
inquiries. . 

Mr. DESMOND FITZGERALD, 3 inister 
for Defence, said the phrase was" Was it 
the habit of the Post Office to send copies to 
Ministers?”’ No inary honest deputy 
would make such a charge unless he had 
information to substantiate it.

THE NATIONAL DEBT. 
Mr. DE VALERA (F.F;, vee said that 
the more one exathined the Budget statement 
the more disappointing it was, Aid. from a 
téchnical point in giving a picture of the 
position of the country it was hopeless. Look- 
ifig at the Budgets for some years past, he 
had never been able to find that the current 
révenues met the non-recurrent expenditure. 
For a number of years past. there had been 
a deéficit. In 1994-25 the deficit was £721,000; 
in 1925-26 it was £004000; in 1096.97 it 
was £3,260,000, and in 1927.28 ib Was 


£3,570,000, 

They wete led to believe that this year the 
public debt was twenty millions, bui, unfortu- 
nately, the debt which the public would have 
to pay was very much mote than that. There 
Was no provision, for example, for the 2 1-3 
millions going to England for land autuities. 
atid there was no provision for the repay- 
uterit of the first and second loans of the 
Republic in America, although this had been 
promised. 

One would haye expected that the whole 
national situation would have been reviewed. 
particularily in regard to the effect of local 
taxation, so that they woud have had some- 
thing like a Éotas of the burden which the 
citizens had to bear, 

From a constructive point of view and for 
any hope in the future, the statement of the 
Minister was unsatisfactory. The only thing 
that came out of it clearly and definitely 
was that there was no hope in the future for 
any reduction in taxation; in fact, that 
they would have to face increased taxation. 

| WASTEFUL SERVICES. 

" We are not,” said Mr. de Valera, ** op- 
posed to inereases in taxation if it can be 
clearly pointed out that they are for the 
general good, but we aré against increases of 
taxation where they simply mean wasteful 
services,” 

The members of Fianna Fail were con- 
vineed that administration was not as 
economically worked out as it might be, With 
a proper national policy it would be possible, 
they held, to reduce the t of the Army 
by £800,000, to reduce the Bost of the Civic 
Guard by £600,000, and they believed that 
they could so reorganise the civil service 
that they could get the same service and 
at the same time diminish the cost by some- 
thing like half a million. 

ae’ could easily see that economies could 
be effécted, If they looked, for example, 
at the administration of education, they 
would see that pritmary, secondary, and tech- 
nical education were housed in three 
different establishments. He claimed that if 
these three services were properly co-ordi- 
nated and brought together; and not run 
as three separate departments, there would 
be considerable saving. 

He also indicated that economies could 
be effected in the Land Oommissipn, and 
asked why such bodies as the Board of 
Works, Stationery Office, and Local Govern- 
ment Department should work independently 
and separately. Did anybody doubt that if 
these depatiments were ¢o-ordinated there 
would be considerable saving? 


GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 

He maintained that there were £28,000 
per year wasted on the office of Governor- 
Genéral--an office which nobody in the 
country wanted. He did not believe that 
éven the Minister wanted it.

Mr. SHAW (Govt., Westmeath) said that 
when the Minister for Finance introduced 
his Budget in 1926 and anhotinced a tax on 
betting it was received with applause from 
many parts of the House, and he had no 
difficulty in passing it into law, regardless of 
the stretiuous Opposition of a limited number 
of Íre 

s one of the persons who opposed the 
tax, partioulatly on racecourse betting, on 
the grounds that it would seriously affect 
racing, ahd thereby the breeding industry, 
he was in the position to say that, unfor- 
tunately, all his gloomy predictions had come 
to paas. 

What he wanted to do now was to impress 
on tho members of the House who were not 
interested in racing, that they ought to judge 
the matter from the industrial point of view, 
and the injury that would be caused to the 
country’s third biggest asset. Let there be 
hó mistake about it, the prospects of racing 
in the Free State were anything but bright. 

The abolition of the Entertainment Tax 
would help, but it would not save racing, 
ahd he believed that before August next there 
would be very little racing outside the 
Curragh and the Dublin meetings unless the 
Minister refurided some of the tax for in: 
MR stakes. 

HMG@NIX PARK COMPANY. 

He would take the Phenix Park as one 
exainple of the position of all the other race 
companies—Mullingar, Naas And Navan—which 
wete shut down. He wanted to show that 
the Betting and Entertainment Taxes were 
causing & vast amount of tinemployment and 
curtailment of the circulation of thoney 

He took’ the Pheonix Park balance sheet, 
and was prepared to stand over the figures. 
Since 1 that company had paid to the 
Government £35,561. The dividend received 
by the shareholders in that period was 
£13,000. Last year, the first year of thé 
Betting Tax, the amount paid in tates was 
£35,593 6s. 7d., no dividend was paid, and 
they were now £4,000 in debt. 

The average cost of upkeep was £8,519— 
money was paid to carpenters, painters, care- 
takers—3, of which was paid to agti- 
cultural labourers. A latge number of those 
men had now to be aispented with. Racing 
Officials’ fees, outside officials, and advertise- 
ments were not included in those figures. 

When, in addition, the loss to the railway 
compénies,. motor-drivers, licensed houses, 
hotels, etc., by which money was put in cir- 
culation by facing, was estimated, the danger 
of closing could imagined. 


£35,561 IN EIGHT YEARS. 

For the past eight years the Phenix Park 
Race Company had paid, in total, entertain- 
ment tax, 622,882 17s. 7d.; income tax, 
$9,989 138. 1d.; corporation profits tax, 
£1,006 9s. Od. ; excess profit duty, £1,682 4s, 
Od.—total, £35,561 ós, ‘ 

Mr. H. FLINN: (F.F., Cork) asked how 
breeding and raeing were associated. 

Mr, SHAW said that one could not survive 
without the other. In the breeding industry 
rhillions of money were invested in Ireland. 
Breeders entered their horses for the classic 
races three or four yéars before the events, 
and owners were obliged to exploit them be 
fore they could obtain the high prices for 
their animals which they frequently got. Twe 
and-a-half millions of money were got for the 
export of Irish horses évery year. 

He believed that if the Minister did not 
do something more than take-off the enter- 
tainment tax horse-breeding, as well as racing, 
would cease. The British Government was 
shbsidising Irish rating by £3,000 a year, 
and the Free State Government had given 
nothing up to the present. Not a penny of 
the money raised by the betting tax or enter. 
tainment tax had gone back in stakes to the 
race company. : 

“@OING TO THE DOGS.” 

It was perfectly apparent that the Minister 
Was going to get a large revenue from grey- 
hound racitiz ; that he could abolish the enter- 
thinments and betting taxes, and then get 
$230,000, because the people who used to go 
to the races,.aud the people who formerly 
stayed at home, were now all “ going to the 
dogs’’ five nights in the week. They were 
getting good, cheap sport at popular prices, 
and they kitew that they were getting a 
straight run for their money. ere were no 
non-tryers, the result beitig that a far larger 
number of persons were attending the grey- 
hound racing than the horse race meetings, 
and quite as much betting was taking place. 

Therefore, he hoped that the Minister 
would reconsider the matter and save a great 
national asset fromm destruction. He asked 
thé Minister if he had decided not to intro- 
duce the totalisator; whether it was his 
intention to publish the report of the Depart- 
merital Committee on the condition of Irish 
racing, what was the position with reference 
to the expifation of the betting tax in 
November ! 

He was confident that if the Minister gave 
them no further relief. there would be very 
little racing in Ireland in the future. He 
would exclude Punchestown and Fairyhouse, 
because everyone went there, but if the 
Minister or his representative went to the 
Phoenix Park, the Curragh or rdstown 
he would seo empty stafids, empty trains and 
empty pockets-—(laughter)—and they would 
soon be convinced rating Would céase 
before Jong 1f- they, did not get some further 
rélief. 

Hé believed that the Minister would get 
enough out of greyhound racing to enable him 
to give back to racing interests half of what 
he réceived from that source. Those who had 
lost large sums would be compelled to shut 
down if he did not do more than abolish 
the entertainment tax.

CREATING UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Mr. W. DAVIN. (Lab., Leix-Offaly) said 
that if Mr. de Valera’s suggestions were 
adopted, seven or eight thousand men from 
the Army and three or four thousand Guards 
would be added to thé unemployed. He 
Was prepared to stand for that. Recently 
ah ex-T.D., a responsible politician in his 
constituency, advised thé young men to get 
ready fot the revolution. If responsible 
people were prepared to advocate that ¢cotirse

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, said that Deputy Lemass 
was convinced by simply repeating to himself 
“TI believe ” as often as possible, that a 
certain number of civil servants were un- 
necessary. At the same time he said that 
a committee of inguiry should .be set up. 
Even Deputy de Valera admitted that he 
had not the same knowledge of the civil 
servants as the Ministers had, and yet, on a 
surface knowledge, a gteat body of honest, 
hard-working people were slandered. 

Deputy Lemass had not brought forward a 
single bit of evidence in support of his state:

before he found himself in the Courts. Why, 
then, should people come there and attack a 
body of people who were not able to defend 
themselves. and could not be defended by 
Ministers, because the charges made against 
them were too vague’? The Civil Service was 
being examined by a Committee which knew 
something about the Civil Service, and if 
there were economies to be made they would 
be made. Afterwards it would be for proof 
to be given that there were still unnecessary 
civil servants.

Italy, in all of which cowntries 1 have 
travelled in the country districts and smaller 
towns. In the smaller country towns I con- 
sider the English hotels the best, taking 
them all round. 

We should all like to see the tourist traffic 
developed in this country, bat it is doing 
oir hotel-keepers and the totiriet cause an 
ill service to say that our hotel-keepers have 
nothing to learn, and that our a hotels 
compare favotifably with those of other 
countries. A considerable awakening is called 
for if wé are to make this country feally 
attractive as A holiday resort for Englishmen 
or Americans, or fo ““eé of our own people 
who have experience ui travel in England and
